“The Baptism or th> King of Cashel,” 
which was purchased for the Irish nation 
by some members of Parliament, and hung 
in the Irish House of Commons, only to 
be destroved in the fire of 1792. 

In 1786 a private theatre was opened 
in Shaw's court, the Art Schoo] having 
moved to Grafton street, and on its stage 
appeared Lord Henry Fitzgerald © and 
many other notable men of the period. 

The present buildings were bk gun in 
1795 and opened for business in May, 
1799. Their weather-beaten facing of 
nountain granite give an appearance of an 
earlier date, and I wonder how many 
Dubliners have failed to discover the 
handsome snuare which graces the centre 
of the buildings. 


Charms. 


I have noticed among the superstitions 
that have become fashionable lately a 
renewed belief in the efficacy of amulets 
and charms.

competitions. . 

The queerest example that I have heard 
was the amulet carried by two American 
airmen who set out to fiv the Pacific.

Found on the Beach. 


Recently I noticed a report that a live 
turtle had been found on the strand in 
Portrush, Co. Antrim. As turtles only 
frequent tropical seas, it is a mystery how 
this specimen came to be in the cold 
waters that surround our coasts. How- 
ever, it is very much alive, I understand, 
and is now in the possession of the finder. 
People very often confuse turtles with 
tortoises, They are of the same genus, 
undoubtedly, but the turtle differs from 
the land tortoise in that its feet are modi- 
fied inta paddies, and the carapace (or 
shell) is usually heart-shaped and some 
what flattened. They spend all their time 
in the water except in the breeding season, 
when they come to the shore to lay their 
eggs. The Galapagos Islands, in the 
Pacific Ocean, are famed as the home of 
the turtle. Huge green specimens are 
found there, and, as a matter of fact. 
many of the turtles from which the soup 
provided at State banquets is made come 
from these islands. 

They say that turtle eggs are good to 
eat, but I have never sampled them 
myself. I have also heard that roast 
turtle ig much to be recommended, though 
a friend of mine, who on one occasion had 
no other food for a couple of days, tells me 
that it soon palls. Still, much the same 
could be said of anything, however 
delicious, if one’s diet were confined ex- 
clusively to it. 


“Candle Auction.”

CATHOLIC LITTLE 
THEATRE. GUILD.

Zeal and enthusiasm sometimes enable diffi- 
culties to be overcome, but if there be 
nothing more than these excellent qualities, 
the difficulties merely become obvious without 
being conquered. The Catholic Little Theatr 
Guild of St. John The Baptist has enthus- 
iasm, as otherwise it would probably not be 
in existence at all, and it has sufficient zeal 
to stage a difficult play, but, as was shown 
in the Theatre Royal yesterday afternoon, it 
has very little else. 

The Guild undertook to produce a sacred 
play, in a prologue and three acts, entitled 
“ The Lord of Death," written by Marguerite 
Allotte de la Fuye, and translated from the 
French by Mr. Louis N. Parker; but the 
effect was rather that of a badly-done re- 
hearsal than of a finished production, Begin- 
ning nearly half an hour after the advertised 
time, the production betrayed all the marks 
of bad casting and lack of training, so that 
only the very young and _ unself-conscious 
children came out of the performance with 
credit. Indeed, the acting of the little gir] 
who played the part of Celtillus might be an 
obiect lesson to her seniors. 

The plot deals with ewnts in the life of 
Christ. as seen from the home of the Roman 
Centurion who was Veronica’s father. It 
shows how their servant, Gallus, was cured 
of a palsy by miraculous intervention, and 
continues to the Crucifixion. The climax is 
reached when Veronica returns to the house 
with the imprint of Christ’s face upon the 
towel. 

It is essentially a play of character and 
atmosphere, and, therefore, a play in which 
skilled production and fine acting are neces 
sary, if it is to achieve the effect intended bv 
the author. Despite the religious atmosphere 
in which it was enveloped yesterday after- 
noon, the production must be set down as a 
failure. It was impossible to believe in the 
characters, who spoke as if they were reiting 
set pieces in a drawing-room filled with their 
relations; and the accents of Dublin did not 
induce a. feeling of Jerusalem in the first 
century. Something very much better than 
this production must be achieved if the Guild 
is to be a factor in the life of Dublin. 

The players were all anonymous, as were 
also the singers, who contributed some 
pleasingly-rendered sacred songs between the 
acts. The Boys’ Choir from the Christian 
Brothers’ Schools at Inchicore sang attrac- 
tively, but withont vivacity.

Mining and Bricks 


From Our Srecia. CORRESPONDENT.

a recent meeting of the Waterford 

County: Council, Mr. J. E. Bowen 
the County Surveyor, put forward some 
very drastic proposals for the improve- 
ment of roads in the Free State. Briefly, 
his point is that there are 46,000 miles of 
road in the country, and that, though the 
Government have reconstructed about 
1,600 miles of them, there still remain at 
least 8,000 miles which need to be treated 
in the same manner. Such a scheme, he 
states, would involve the expenditure of 
at least twelve million pounds, and he 
suggests that the Government should raise 
this sum by means of a loan. 

It must be said that there seems little 
to recommend Mr. Bowen's idea for serious 
consideration, except the large amount of 
employment which it would give to those 
engaged in the work. A time like the 
present is hardly opportune for raising 
such a sum for any purpose, and, though 
there are many things in Ireland that one 
would like to see improved, the Govern- 
ment has to cut its coat according to the 
cloth. 

Apart from the financial question, one 
doubts also whether such a scheme is real] y 
necessary, and one can call to mind few 
roads of any real importahce that are not 
In a proper condition. Many of our minor 
roads are certainly in a bad state, and 
although they carry little traffic, one could 
wish that were less muddy and less 
abundant in Yet to bring them 
up to the star of the main roads would 
be money thrown away, and would not 
even commend itself to their principal 
users, the farmers, who are already com- 
plaining that the smooth main roads are 
unsuitable for horse traffic. 


WEATHER AND FISHING. 


The weather (which gave promise of 
better things a few days ago) is very bad 
again, and Corkmen are going round the 
town in wet clothes and a nasty frame of 
mind.

The 
need for action in this matter was well 
illustrated last Friday at a meeting of the 
Irish Tourist Association, when the Secre- 
tary reported that a party of one hundred 
and fifty Scottish students had written 
for accommodation in June, and had had to 
be turned away as there was nowhere to 
put them. 

The Fair authorities and the Tourist 
Association are both making a census of 
lodging-houses, and, although the standard 
of these is not a high one in Cork, it 
seems the only thing to be done. Certainly, 
as was pointed out at Friday’s meeting, 
it is absurd to invite people to this country 
and then be unable ‘to receive them when 
they arrive. 


COPPER-MINING. 


We are not yet finished, it seems, with 
that most depressing of all sights in the 
South—the once-flourishing industry which 
collapses for no apparent reason and 
whose buildings stand derelict. The reason 
for the ruined flax mills in County Cork 
was, unfortunately, not far to ; but 
there have been several other firms which 
have gone the same way in recent years, 
and with apparently less excuse. 

If there was a place in Ireland where 
copper-mining could be made to pay, it 
was surely in the Crookhaven district in 
West Cork, where the whole ground is 
extremely rich in ore. Many mines did 
a flourishing trade there in the old days, 
but they all faded away in succession, and 
only last year the last of them, at Allihies, 
was abandoned and the machinery sold for 
scrap. 

A similar thing happened this week, 
when the Youghal Brickworks were sold 
by auction. The clay in this district is 
said by experts to be of a very high 
quality for pottery work, and the bricks 
turned out there had the reputation of 
being the finest in Ireland. In previous 
years four factories were operating at 
Youghal, and giving employment to a 
large number of hands, but the last of 
them is gone now, and it is very doubt. 
ful if the industry will be revived.

Germany, having renewed her strong 
like the eagle, would tackle her obliga- | 
tions with fresh gusto. They have 
watched Germany sink from distress to 
desolation, while a prospect of less and 
less hope stretches before the world. An 
access of realisation came to them in 
Deceniber, when the Basel Committee of 
experts declared that Germany would be 
unable to pay her conditional annuity 
next July, and hinted strongly that she 
would be unable to pay her unconditional 
annuity. Nevertheless, the pleasant 
fiction was maintained until la ¢ Saturday, 
when it became known that Dr. Brining 
had given the British Ambassador in 
Berlin a piece of news which left no 
further room for doubt. 

Dr. Briining has said, in the first place, 
that Germany cannot pay reparations 
either now or at any future time if the 
world's economic life is to be revived. In 
the second place, he declared that the 
German delegation at the forthcoming Con- 
ference at Lausanne would plead for 
the total abolition of reparations. Whether 
he made this announcement with or 
without the full approval of his Govern- 
ment does not matter; for unquestionably 
it represents the feeling of his Govern- 
ment. Whether he made it under some 
sort of constraint matters even less. It is 
rumoured that Herr Hitler, as the price 
of his support for an extension of President 
von Hindenburg’s tenure of office, de- 
manded that the Reich Government should 
adopt a stronger attitude in the matter of 
reparations. In any case, Dr. Briining’s 
statement is nothing more than a formal 
expression of a fact that was universally 


known. If anybody has spoken the last 


‘word on reparations, it is not Dr. Brining, 


but the Basel Committee Germany's 
Sirneeú to pay is not an Íssue; the 
only issue in the present circumstances 
is her ability to pay. On the larger 
question, too, Dr. Briining merely echoes 


the Committee. The “ adjusting of all 


reparations and War debts,”’ it said, 
“is hi? if the world is to recover 
even hope.” " 

If we do not misread the omens, 
the world is determined to wipe out the 
nuisance of reparations and War debts. 
Even in the United States the movement 
towards cancellation has made a consider- 
able advance. It is significant that, 
despite Congress’s professed determination 
to allow no tampering with the principle 
of War debts, American resentment has 
become much quieter of late. No citizen, 
American or European, has escaped the 
burden of the existing depression, and 
very few have failed to appreciate the 
logic which links that depression with 
reparations and’ War debts. We believe 
that, if the European nations, compelled 
to follow Germany’s example, repudiate 
their debt to America, the repudiation 
will -not be regarded as a breach of 
The United States7has learned 
her lesson, and is unlikely to make even 
technical trouble. A harder problem wt! 
be offered by France, who, although she 
cannot have failed to read the lesson of 
reparations” still storms for her pound of 
German fiesh. Perhaps, the present 
Franco-British talks will induce her to 
change her attitude, and it is not im 
possible that her reconstituted Cabinet 
may adopt a more conciliatory tone. If 
anything gives her pause, it must be the 
knowledge that Britain is resolved as 
firmly to abolish international debts as 
she herself is to uphold them.

Science on the Farm. 


The delegates to the Congress oí Cow- 
Testing Associations in Cork paid a visit 
last Saturday to the Munster Institute, 
and were much impressed by the work 
that is being done there. Cork has 
become the centre of agricultural education 
in the Free State. Its University College 
has a special faculty for dairying; there 
are a Research Institute, an experimental! 
dairy, and model farms on which all the 
most modern methods of agriculture are 
adopted. The Munster Institnte is of 
particular interest, inasmuch as it con- 
stitutes the first school of dairying in the 
British Isles. Its object is the agricultural] 
education of young women of the farming 
class, who are instructed in dairying. 
poultry-keeping and domestic economy in 
general. Some fifty girls attend the 
Institute, and, while some of them become 
instructresses, most of them go back to 
their parents’ farms on the completion of 
their training. Mr. George Moore once 
poured scorn on “the efforts of domestic 
economy teachers in Ireland, whose work 
he described as an attempt to teach 
Connemara peasant women to make 
meringues. There was some element of 
truth in his criticism in the early days of 
the “ Department;’”’ but much has 
happened since then, and nothing could 
be more severely ‘practical than the work 
that is being done in the Munster Institute 
and its kindred institutions. The young 
Irithwoman of to-day may not know how tu 
cook meringues ; but she can learn how to 
make first-class butter, and how to make 
the most out of the dairying end of the 
farm on which she lives. Farming now is 
recognised as a science rather than as a 
haphazard occupation. It is the basis of 
the national economy, and everything that 
tends to improve it deserves the whole- 
hearted support of the people. 
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Contract Bridge. 


The American contract bridge 
‘‘Marathon’’ has come to an end. 
Most people on this side of the Atlantic 
will rejoice, having already lamented 
that it ever began. Technically, the 
lengthy contest was designed to deter- 
mine the merits of two rival systems of 
bidding—the ‘‘ forcing ” system of the 
challenging Culbertsons, and the ‘‘official”’ 
system of their opponents, Mr. Sidney 
Lenz and his partner. One hundred and 
fifty rubbers were played, of which the 
Culbertsons won 77 against their 
opponents’ 75, gaining the victory by 
8,980 points. The result, therefore, is 
hailed as a decisive victory for the 
Culbertson system of bidding. There is 
general agreement that a contest of 150 
rubbers would leave little to chance; yet 
we may question if so narrow a difference 
as four rubbers really proves anything, 
save that one side was luckier than the 
other. In any case, neither side clung 
very closely to its own system, but 
it—greatly to the 
annoyance of the spectators —and 
‘ psychic ' bids were common. Probably 
the game, for all its magnitude and 
despite all the advertisement involved, has 
taught nothing of any use to contract 
players here or in America. Its real 
object was less to improve the game orto 
vindicate one system than to provide a use- 
ful advertisement for the players. Both 
the Culbertsons and Mr. Lenz are among 
the foremost American players ; they make 
their living out of bridge, teaching it and 
writing books about it; and the result of 
the giant contest will bring much prestige 
and profit to the Culbertsons. In such 
circumstances bridge ceases to be a game, 
and is simply business.

OBITUARY. 
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SIR HOWARD FRANK, BART. 

Sir Howard Frank, head of the well-known 
firm of estate agents, Messrs. Amght, Frank, 
and Rutley, was taken ili shortly after dinner 
lest might at his home m Cheyne Walk, 
Chelsea, and he died within a few minutes. 
His collapse 1s believed to have been due to 
heart trouble. Sir Howard, who was aged 
sixty years. was created a Knight in 1914 and 
a Baronet m 1920. 

Sir Howard Frank succeeded Mr. Kellaway 
as Chairman of the War Disposals Board m 
1921, and for four years he carried on the 
immense task of selling the millions of pounds 
worth of stores and munitions which had been 
left an-ali parts of the world after the war. 
By the end of 1922 the Board had brought 
630,000 000 back into the National purse. 
This involved over three million separate 
deals. 


THE REV. MONSIGNOR McMAHON. 

The death took place at his residence, 
Summerhill, Nenagh, yesterday morning, of 
the Right ‘Rev. onsignor John McMahon, 
P.P., ¥ G. Monsignor McMahon was in his 
87th year, sixty-three of which he spent in 
the Ministry. On the occasion of his diamond 
jubilee the local public bodies and both 
branches of the confraternity, of which he 
was the first spiritual director, presented him 
with addresses of congratulation He came 
of a well-known Clare family, being a native 
of Milltownmalby.

SIR WILLIAM NICHOLSON. 

Admiral Sir William Coldingham Masters 
Nicholson, K.C.B., died shortiy before mid- 
night on Saturday at his home, “ Belburn,”’

about two months. 

Sir William, who was 68, was born 
Aller, Somerset, where his father 
formerly Rector. 

He saw considerable service in the 
European War, being present at the Battle 
ef Jutland, when he was mentioned in 
despatches. . In 1919 Sir William was 
appointed the Third Sea Lord, and two 
years later became Vice- Admiral commanding 
the First Battle Squadron. He was promoted 
full Admiral in 1925, and the same year was 
placed on the retired list.

UNITY OF THE CHURCH. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sre.—Í am grateful i Archdeacon Kerr 
for his courtesy in supplying the exact refer- 
ence to Migne. It go CM me to come at 
once upon Augustine's ''Letter against the 
Deopatists,” which bears the alternative title 
“On the Unity of the Church.” On this 
second title Mr. Kerr in his reply based an 
impressive argument from silence. Here was 
St. Augustine treating ez professo of Church 
unity, and he rever referred to the Pope as 
‘‘ leader and infallible centre of unity.. This 
was as strange, if the Roman Catholic posi- 
tion was true, that a writer dealing with 
the constitution a history of Ireland to-day 
should say nothing of the Southern and 
Northern Parliaments. It sounds very con- 
clusive, but the work in question shows the 
error of it. and the danger of false analogies. 
There is, indeed, no mention of the Pope 
at all. Vet why? Let the Letter tell iy 
itself. In ch. Il. n.5 (Migne XLIII., 
304) we read: “ But, as I had begun to sr, 
let us not hear. ‘You say this,’ ‘I say that ' 
but let ús hear: ‘Thus saith the Lord.’ 
There are certainly the divine books, to 
whose authority on both sides we yield, we 
bow, we cede : there let us seek the Church, 
there let us argue out our case.” . it is pre- 
cisely as if | should say to Mr. Kerr: “ Let 
us keep in our debate to the Seriptures, 
which we have in common.” To appeal to 
the Pope against Donatists would be pre 
cisely like appealing to him against Orange- 
men; for they rejected ‘Rome and Catholic 
unity. They were a local sect claiming to 
le the Church of Christ. The Saint in effect 
said : “ From onr common Scriptures 1 will 
prove how foolish you are.” I do not see that 
anything follows from the silence of this 
letter of St. Augustine, exe that he 
thought Scripture sufficient to condemn schism 
from the Catholic Charch.—Yours, etc., 
“ PaTRitivus.”’

One can see no 
really vigorous efiorts on the part of the 
company’s directors in urging the Govern- 
ment to relieve them, and the Government, 
if one can judge by the present bill, does 
not care how soon the railways are closed 
down. I must confess to knowing little of 
the business working of these concerns, but it 
docs seem to me that the “buses, with no 
statious or permanent way to maintain, can 
carry on a most unfair competition with the 
railways. 

Heavier taxation of all long-distance ‘buses, 
of such an amount that they would be 
economialiy unable to undercut the pas- 
senger fures, would seem an — solution of 
the passenger probiem. The heavy 
traffic would, | suppose. be a more aili 
problem, but surely there must be some 
solution. Has nene of the members of the 
Dail any pecuniary interest (:f no others) in 
the railways’? It would appear not, if they 
calmly allow the present most inefficient. and 
helpless bill to become law. You have done 
your part in vigorously calling attention to 
this. matter. Surely the unfortunate share- 
holders should be no less vigorous in 
endsavousiig to defend their very existence.

PIKE AND SALMON. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—The suggestion by the Conference of 
Consetvetors to limit or define pike-baits has 
led to some rather acrimonious letters in your 
paper. A; these ietters seem largely based 
upon a misunderstanding of the viewpoint of 
the Conference, perhaps you will allow me a 
little space in which to correct it. 
law stands there is no definition of a pike-bait. 
Any one who may fish, at any season, with 
baits suitable for either pike or salmon, with- 
out a salmon licence has a loophole, if 
prosecuted for fishing fer salmon without 
a licence, in pleading that he was really 
fishing for pike. It was in order to above 
this loophole of .scape for the deliberate 
salmon poacher that thus hm of bait that 
may be used for pike in the salmon season 
Was proposed. 

lt must be borne in mind that pike, in the 
most important part of the salmon seasou— 
February to June—are gravid, spawning or 
spent, and utterly useless as food. After 
spawning they are ravenous and will take 
almost anything; certainly they would not 
shy at a six-inch smolt or trout and would 
not be likely to decline to look at a six-inch 
wagtail Pike spawn in drains and similar 
small waters, and at such times are easy to 
spre with a little practice. 1 would suggest 
that those writers who deplore the size limits 
of baits ax likely to chad the good work of 
pike-destruction should instruct their }| ailiffs 
to snare pike and try it themselves. 1 think 
that Gás will find that the return of pike 
killed will be even greate> than it is at 
present.—Yours, ete., R. H. Meree.

The French Reaction. 


The news from Paris, following the 
German pronouncement, is natura!!> not 
cheerful, but from present appearances the 
reconstruction of M. Laval’s Cabinet will 
not be detrimental to the policy pro. 
visionally arranged for presentation to the 
Lausanne Conference. it i is quite possible 
that a new Government will give a more 
emphatic support than the present 
Administration to M. Laval’s international 
financial plans. The French are as much 
surprised as ourselves, but there is no 
atmosphere of crisis, and the reconstruc. 
tion of the Cabinet, necessitated by the 
death of M. Maginot. the Minister for 
War, and the resignation of M. Briand. 
will be effected in far calmer conditions 
than those which have marked previous 
Cabinet changes in France. 


M. Briand’s Retirement. 


One by one the great protagonists of the 
War are departing from the world’s stage 
and by the retirement of M. Briand 
France loses one of her greatest statesmen 
and Foreign Ministers. It had been 
apparent for some months past that M. 
Briand was losing his grip on public 
matters, and it was doubtful whether he 
would be able to continue in office. His 
resignation, therefore, has caused no 
surprise in diplomatic circles, where it is 
known that he is threatened with arterio- 
sclerosis. Government in France isa 
veritable quicksand for statesmen. and M. 
Briand must have eclipsed any “record ’\ 
by his appointment to the post of Prime 
Minister twelve times and to that of 
Foreign Minister nineteen times. He has 
never quite recovered from his sensational 
defeat M. Doumer at the French presi- 
dential election in May. 

M. Briand will carry on his work for 
France both as a Minister without port- 
folio and in the Assembly of the League 
of Nations when his health will permit. 
bat it, is expected that, like M. Clemencean, 
he will soon retire to his country home in 
Normandy for the evening of his days. 


The Government's Programme. 


It is rumoured in political circles that 
the Government intends to prepare a pro- 
gramme which will be revealed immediately 
after the opening of Parliament. and that 
this certainly will include the announce- 
ment of a tariff bill—a measure which 
may be introduced before the Budget is 
taken. The chief points of this measure 
must be settled before the Ministeria! 
delegates depart for Lausanne, and in 
this connection a doubt has arisen regari- 
Macdona'd's 
presence there. Anxions as he is to take 
a part in the deliberations, his presence 
at home may be necessary, so that he may 
deal with vital domestic problems before 
Parliament meets. The financial situa 
tion shows some signs of improvement. 
bnt the country is not yet out of danger, 
and the utmost care and economy wi!! be 
necessary for many months to come. The 
annual struggle with the Government 
spending departments is about to. begin. 
and, in view of the national position, 
economies of the most drastic and far 
reaching character will be demanded f-om 
them. ‘These, of course, will meet with 
the usual resistance. I understand. how- 
ever, that the Chancellor of the Exchequer . 
has in view a certain figure for expendi- 
ture, and does not intend to allow it to be 
exceeded.

We can only, therefore, 
reiterate the hope expressed a week ago that 
the authorities in Holland will move more 
quickly.

HEAVY DEPRECIATION OF BANK 
INVESTMENTS. 

Lloyds Bank investments have been. 
written down to market value or under as at 
December Sist last by transferring £2,500,000 
from the reserve fund. This reserve pre- 
viously stood at £10,000,000. The Midland 
Bank has taken £2,748,012 from the reserve 
to write down the value of investments, 
leaving the reserve at £11,500,000. Four 
banks give the amount taken from reserve 
to meet depreciation of investments. ‘The 
amount thus absorbed totals -£8,547,585. 
Assuming that the depreciation in Barclays 
Bank investment, which is not actually dis- 
closed, but which was met from investment 
reserve, to be £1,500,000, the five banks 
would then have provided over £10,000,000 
for the depreciation in investments in one 
year. This shows the enormous effect of 
Stock Exchange depression on the investment 
holdings of the gpsengy (says The 
Observer), It is a paper loss which will 
probably be made Redd at a later date. Yet 
it proves the wisdom of the policy followed 
by the banks in more prosperous years, olf 
accumulating reserves against bad times. 
Barclays Bank is the only one out of the five 
to maintain the dividend on the previous 
year’s basis. The bank is paying 14 per 
cent. on its “B ” shares. the other four 
banks maimtain the dividends paid for ~~ 
first half of this year. Lloyds Bank 
13 1-3 per cent. on its ‘“‘A” shares, the ne 
land Bank distributes 16 per cent., and the 
bank meets the additional or of 6d. in the £. 
The National Provincial also distributes 16 
per cent., and the Westminster Bank 18 per 
cent. for the year, such distributions being 
roughly 2 per cent. less than.a year ago.

_ STARTING THE INCUBATORS. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Inish Times, the Poultry Correspondence 
says :'— 

It the machine is one that has been used 
before, be sure it is teas cleaned 
and in good working order, Fresh canvas 
may be reguired for the ong drawer, the 
lamp should be cleaned, a new wick 
rovided, and it should ‘be filled with the 
est oil. If the capsule is damaged in 
any way, @ new one will be required. If 
the machine is a new one, and the 
operator has not worked one before, he 
ould make himself conversant of how 
it is worked by studying the directions 
sent by the maker. Set it on a firm 
foundation, so that it stands level, and 
is free from shaking or vibration, and, 
if possible in a place where the o ae 
ture does not change much, and 
neither very hot nor very cold. The 
exact temperature of the outside air is 
not so important as that it should not 
be subject to sudden changes, and in 
winter should not be very cold. There 
should be a free circulation of air all 


round.
